Gilbert Man- 
gold, 18, Fairview youth, was 
wounded 
seriously 
yesterday 


morning by a shotgun charge 
fired by a schoolboy companion 
wile the two were hunting rab- 
bits. 


Mangold, son of Mr. and Mrs. 


John W. Mangold, was hunting 
on the Garrett Wycoff farm 
near the Rush-Fayette county 
line with Robert Beaver, about 
18, son of Mr. and Mrs. Ray 
Beaver of Glenwood, when he, 
in some manner, got between 
Beaver and a rabbit which was 
the target of Beaver's aim. 


The charge penetrated Man- 


gold's right leg, between the 
knee and the thigh, but missed 
the bone, it was said. 


The victim was removed ,to 


the Fayette Memorial hospital 
at Connersville, after first aid 
treatment was given at the 
borne of Hugh Beaver, which 
was nearby. He was taken to 
the home, of-ftis -parents after 
first aid treatment, where Dr. 
Smelser-of Connereville attend- 
ed him. The physician rushed 
him to the Connersville hospi- 
tal. 


Though young Mangold suf- 


fered considerable loss of blood 
from the wound, which itself 
was serious, he was reported to 
be resting 
well today. 
It 


,was not learned whether ampu- 
tation of the injured limb would 
be necessary. It was said to 
have been badly torn by the 
shot. 


Both Beaver and Mangold are 


students of the Fairview high 
school.

Man, is Defendant in Action 


Filed by Wife. 


NON-SUPPORT, OTHER 


CAUSES ARE LISTED 


A suit for divorce was filed in 


the Rush circuit court Friday by 
Glenna W. Lee against Jesse Lee. 
The suit sets out that the couple 
was married May 3, 1919, and 
separated November 17, 1930. 


The plaintiff asserts that she 


taught school for eight years aft- 
er she was married. The'parties 
Involved, who are colored resi- 
dents of Carthage, have no chil- 
dren. 


The plaintiff charges that dur- 


ing the past five years the de- 
fendant has called her vile 
names, has beaten her, has not 
supported her and has written 
checks against the plaintiff with- 
out her knowledge and consent. 
She also complains that she has 
had to pay out other money on 
account of the defendant. 
It is charged in the suit that 


the defendant frequently stayed 
out late at night and occasionally 
remained out all night, and that 
he would often come home in- 
toxicated. 


The plaintiff alleges that the 


defendant carried a revolver and 
that he threatened to kill her if 
ihe filed for divorce. The defend- 
ant, who is now in -the Rush 


i county Jail, Is also accused of as- 
sociating with lewd women. 


The plaintiff is asking for & 


divorce and -the restoration of 
her maiden name, Glenna Wat- 
Wns.

The trial of Harry Gessler, city,

Gessler 
was indicted by the Rush county 
grand jury for allegedly attack- 
ing Dora Edwards with an iron 
instrument in the northwestern 
part of the city September 15.

The 'State completed its open- 


tag statement by 10:30 and. after 
a recess, the defense issued its 
statement. Albert Stevens, pro- 
secuting attorney, is assited by. 
C. W. Duncan for the state while 
Gates Ketchum and Douglas 
Morris are counsel for the de- 
fense.

(A Business Man Converted) 


Luke 19:1-10 


Zaccheus had many obstruc- 


tions in the way of his being a 
disciple of Christ; he was en- 
gaged in an unpopular business 
which n\ade him a despised Jew; 
he was socially ostracized be- 
cause of his business; he likely 


had the worldly spirit of money 
getting; he was associated with 
men of like mind; then he was 
short of stature so that he coul( 
not see the passing Christ. 


V. 1. "And Jesus entered ant 


passed through Jericho." Jericho 
was a place of historic interes 
but Jesus did not have time fo: 
sight seeing; however the leas 
interest for a better life he found 
in any one would cause him tc 
stop and furnish help. 


V. 2. "And behold a man 


named Zaccheus; and he was a 
chief publican and he was rich. 
He was an official charged with 
collecting taxes; publicans were 
guilty of using extortionate me 
thods in their .work and charged 
with graft ^because they usually 
became rich. 


V. 3. -And he sought to see 


Jesus who he was; and could no 
for the crowd, because he was 
little of stature." Possibly his de- 
sire to see Jesus grew out of his 
curiosity, having heard much o. 
his wonderful life. Salvation al- 
ways starts hi desire. 


V. 4. "Arid he ran on before 


and' climbed Up into/ a sycamore 
tree to see* him; for he was to 
pass that way." When one has a 
commendable desire, he needs to 
put his life in that desire and it 
will grow bigger and bigger; 
Zaccheus made his desire in- 
crease in strength by running 
and climbing to overcome his ob- 
stacle of stature. There are some 
roads where Jesus is most likely 
to travel and the one who desires 
to see him must do his best to 
meet him in the place he is mosl 
likely to be found; one place is in 
the church.

which was lost." This statemen 
was implied in many former «x 
pressions of .Christ but beta 
surrounded by his critics he no' 
made his purpose clear; this is 
the purpose that carried him't 
the cross.

What is the best basis for 


church school grading? 


It is generally conceded ,that 


the best basis for church school 
grading is the 
public school 


grading—each 
pupil in the 


church school being placed in 
the grade corresponding to the 
grade which he attends in the 
public school. There are four 
reasons for using this basis of 
grading: 


(1) Its simplicity and natural- 


ness. All the enrollment secre- 
tary needs to do is to learn the 
grade in the public school at- 
tended by the child; there can 
be little dispute on this basis. • 


(2) It brings together pupils 


of about the same degree of 
general 
mental 
development. 


This allows the teacher to do 
better work than could be done 
if there was a wide difference hi 
the mentality of the children. 


(3) It makes possible the same 


Sunday associations as exists 
during the week in the public 
school, making for increased in- 
terest hi each other and a more 
harmonious response to religious 
instruction. 


(4) It dignifies the church: 


school in the eyes of both par- 
ents and pupils. There is carried 
over into the church school the 
educational spirit with an essen- 
tial sense at sincerity.

THE TIME TO ADVERTISE 


The average business man today is spending a. 


good part of his time thinking of ways in which 
he can cut down expenses. Naturally, in many 
cases his mind turns to his advertising appropria- 
tions. At first glance, that part of the budget 
looks like a good place for the cutting process to 
begin. 


However, money spent for advertising is money 


well spent, good times or bad. Dr. Julius Klein, 
assistant secretary of commerce, recently dis- 
cussed the subject with Sturges Dorrance, 
prominent New York advertising expert, and 
made a few comments that are worth repeating. 


••to advertising," said Dr. Klein, "the business 


world has at its command a force which, if 
intelligently employed, will be certain to speed up 
our progress toward economic well being, for past 
experiences have proven the beneficial results of 
advertising at a time whefl business is depressed. 


"Advertising is to national business at the 


present moment-just what initiative, courage and 
resourcefulness are to an individual. All signs 
indicate that we have reached the bottom of the 
decline, and indeed in some phases we are 
gradually moving upwards. Never was there a 
better 
opportunity for sound 
management, 


coupled with advertising having a real message, 
to help the business of the country get started -on 
its climb back to prosperity. 


••A study of operations of a representative 


group of advertisers during the depression of 1921 
showed that those which increased their advertis- 
ing had losses during the worst period only 
one-half as great as those which decreased it. 
One year later, the firms which had increased 
their 
advertising appropriations showed an 


average gain of seven per cent, while the average 
for the others was a 12 per cent drop on the 
wrong side of the ledger." 


Nor is that all. Remarking that the great ami 


of business generally is to stimulate mass buying, 
Dr. Klein goes on: 


-Mass psychology has unquestionably been a 


factor in the depression through which we are 
passing. This same power which has generated 
fear can be employed to dissipate it and create 
new confidence." 


There is a world of good sense in those remarks. 


If business leaders thamselves do not display 


confidence, how can they expect the buying pub- 
lic to do so? 


U. S. AID ISN'T NEEDED 


President Hoover has done the country a 


distinct service in calling on cities and states to 
enforce then" own laws to end rackteering instead 
of relying on the aid of the federal government. 


His recent statement on the subject ought to 


serve to check a dangerous tendency that has 
been rising lately; the tendency to mark down 
gangster activities as just one more item on the 
long list of things that can be left to the federal 
power. The president rightly insists that these 
are things for local authorities to deal with. 


To be sure, the only effective blows at the Chi- 


cago gangsters in recent months have been 
by federal authorities. Certain prominent gang- 
sters who never were bothered by Chicago's ef- 
forts to punish them have landed in prison in jig 
time through the U. S. district attorney's cam- 
paign to check upon their income tax payments. 
This has led to agitation for more of such acti- 
city by the United States officials, and has caused 
many people to believe that the only hope for 
relief from gangsters lies in some such procedure. 


To all of this, however, Mr. Hoover has made an 


effective answer. 


He points out that it is not the federal govern- 


ment's place to step into cities and solve such 
problems. Each city and each state, as he says, 
has all the mac.hinery it needs to clean up its 
own gang situation. It does not need outside 
help; it does not need more legal machinery. 
What it needs is better performance by its own 
officials. 


This, of course, is self-evident to any real 


student of the situation; but the remark needs to 
be emphasized over and over again. We need to 
be made to realize that Chicago, New York or any 
other city could cleanup its gangs overnight if its 
police department, city government and courts 
really desired to do so. 


There is no sense hi fooling ourselves; the 


problem is far from being insoluble. Honest and 
energetic police work, supported. thoroughly 
from the city hall and backed up by courts Of 
whose integrity there is no doubt—that, in any 
city, is all that is needed. 


It is to be hoped that President Hoover's blunt 


remarks will help bring us to our senses.
